Adams county methods of apple and 
fruit packing surpass those of western 
New York, according to a delegation 
of fruit men from Virginia who, a f­ 
ter visiting the Adams County Fruit 
Packing and 
Distributing company 
plant at Biglerville, Friday decided to 
follow the same construction and prin­ 
ciples in erecting a packing plant at 
Harrisonburg, Virginia. 
The four 
Virginians were enthusiastic in their 
praise of the methods used 
at 
the 
Biglerville plant and remarked that in 
their study of packing and distribut­ 
ing houses, they considered the one at 
Biglerville far better than any they 
had visited in western New York state. 
The party made a thorough study of 
the equipment and methods used at the 
Adams County Fruit Packing com­ 
pany plant and stated that they ex­ 
pected to erect a similar plant at once 
at Harrisonburg. 
The Virginia fruit 
packing hou.se will be a cooperative 
concern and financed by ten of the 
leading growers in and near Harrison­ 
burg. 
They hope to have the plant 
ready for operation in time to take 
care of this year’s apple crop. 
The capacity of the Virginia plant, 
which is located in the heart of the 
Shenandoah apple belt, will be about 
the same as the up-county concern. 
Members of the Virginia party were 
Kent Apperson, fruit extension specia­ 
list of the Virginia State University, 
at Blacksburg; Mr. Sites, an exten­ 
sion engineer; Morris Thompson and 
Mr. Rosenburgcr, apple glowers, of 
Harrisonburg.

Each man must now file bond of 
$3,000 with the commission as well 
as place his rates on file in the H ar­ 
risburg office. 
At the time application was made 
to 
the commission, 
only one man, 
James Leister, sought license to hack 
from Gettysburg over the battlefield. 
J . H. Kadel and Homer Buohl were 
applicants for licenses to haul tourists 
over the battlefield and in addition 
transport College students to neigh­ 
boring towns. 
The remaining two 
men, Arthur 
Vaughn and 
John C. 
Hamilton, sought general transporta­ 
tion licenses for call and demand. In 
place of granting the different licenses 
sought, the 
commissioner 
granted 
them all the same type of certificate. 
Along with these five permits, li­ 
cense wras granted John G. Brame, of 
Biglerville, to operate motor busses 
upon cal! or demand in Biglerville 
and vicinity.
